The land, they insist, is entirely too 
small and ‘untitlablo to ‘permit of 
any ngricuitural development -that 
would support a lorger population 
than already cxists there and is 
equally unadapted for any ‘Industrial- 
dzation that would solve the situation. 


“The Arabs also frankly. admit,” 


“Dr. McCown states, “that they are 
unable to compete with the western, 


civilization that js being imposed on 


them. They admit the superlority of; 


the Jews fn all branches of trade, in- 
dustry and commerce, but which con- 
stitutes for them only another reason 
why Jewish .emigration shoifld be 
stopped or limited and that they 
should be allowed to develop the 
country on the basis of thelr own 
elvilization and their own standards 


of. living, For them a farm of 20
